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RETRENCHMENT POSTPONED. 

The second list of supplementary estimates has 
been brought down at Ottawa. It sums up to 14 
million dollars. The first list calls for 5 millions. 
The main estimates amounted to 858 millions. 
The grand total of expenditure planned for the 
year is thus something more than 446 millions. 
Last year the outlay was 453 mlilions. There is 
thus a presently apparent reduction of 7 millions, 
comparing the two years. But the estimates for 
the present twelvemonth are based on a hope that 
the National railways will have 19 millions more 
net earnings than they had last year, and that the 
Government Merchant Marine will come within a 
million and a half of paying its way. These rather 
large expectations of betterment may well be clia- 
appointing. If they are only half fulfilled the 
Saban Aline will be forced up to the level of that 
of last year. In which case the deficit, which is 
expected to be 60 millions, will be 70; against 49 
millions last year. : 

Quite clearly the Dominion is not making head- 
way in the direction of retrenchment. We are 
still adding yearly and heavily to our national 
debt. While in recent years the rate of increase 
has tended to grow smaller, the best that is hoped 
for this year is that the addition will be not more 
than twenty per cent. larger than that made last 
year; while should he Governmert railways and 
ships fail to bring in the better returns hoped for 
the showing will be even worse. Mr. Fielding cer- 
tainly inherited an unenviable job when he was 
called upon to find the money to meet the obliga- 
tions incurred during the ten years he was out of 
office, and also to provide for the extravagant 
scale of national expenditure which became a 
habit in the days when war money flowed freely 
and nobody counted the cost. By inclination the 
Minister is an economist, and cannot view this 
continuous piling up of future obligations without 
misgiving. It is to be supposed that he is letting 
matters drift until public opinion stiffens on the 
question of curtailment, and until he can be cer- 
tain of the solid backing of the taxpayers when 
he starts to wield the pruning hook on the spend- 
ing p@gram with that ‘‘ruthless hand”’ he spoke 
about some time ago. It is significant that dir 
George foster, who used to be noted for his 
cheese-paring proclivities when he was custodian 
of the national finances, has not been making the 
Senate chamber ring with demands for economy ; 
while Sir Henry Drayton, who helped to set the 
present pace of expenditure, shows no serious im- 

e toward checking the speed. It has to he 
assumed that these parhamentary financiers are 
not convinced that the public have really got to 
the point whore they want expenditure cut down 
to the amount of the income. As for the private 
members of parliament, they do not seem to be 
more than moderately interested in the subject. 
Apparently it is up to the taxpayers to give the 
national leaders a lead—or a shove-—by making 
clear that they both \ ant retrenchment and 
intend tg get it. 

Of the items in which the West is particularly 
interested it is to be said that they are for pur- 
poses which cannot well be neglected. Some + 
milions have been ear-marked for the constructiou 
of branches of the National railway system, most | 
of them on the prairies. Work on the Hudson Bay | 
railway is to be continued. There are to be im- | 

rovements made to the harbor facilities at Ft. 

iliam. A cleaning and storage elevator ir to 

be erected at Edmonton—and a trans-shipping | 
elevator at Halifax. An appropriation is made for 
surveying a railway from some point on the Na- 
tional lines west of Edmonton to the anthracite 
coal deposit known as the Hoppe holdings. It is 
not by cutting out development enterprises of 
the kinds that economy can be profitably prac- 
tised. especially when there are expenditures in 
other directions which amount to vastly more.and

money into such undertakings is good business, | 


even when money is scarce. We have the grain, 
to fail to enlarge and improve the means of get- 
ting it to market would be like refusing to build 
a siding to haul away the products of a busy fac 
tory. The movement toward the development of 
the Hoppe anthracite deposit is one of nutional 
importance. Canada needs that coal, needs it now, 
and will need it more as the years pass. But with- 
out a railway line the coal might as well be at the 
end of the earth. A very modest amount is in- 
cluded for the continuance of work on the Hud- 
son Bay railway, another pe directly con 
nected with the opening up of better means of 
taking out the prairie wheat, 

So far as the Western provinces are concerned, 
they are not contributing to the enortnous national 
expenditure by demands for public works of an 
unproductive character. Every one of the outlays 
indicated is in the nature of a valid investment, 
which will bring returns to justify the outlay. 
There is plenty of room to curtail the national 
expenditure; but it must begin somewhere else 
than at the Western end of the budget.

His Government was 
wrecked to keep it from wrecking the province. 


SMASHING THE TRADITIONS. 


Last week people in the eastern states were 
being killed by the heat. This week Ontario and 
New York state have been swept by wind, hail 
and lightning storms, which took a dozen lives 
and destroyed property worth milions of dollars. 
The eastern climute is playing havoc with its re- 
putation. Years ago the West was known as the 
country of climatic extremes, while destrucive 
summer storms were supposed to confine their 
ravages to these states where the sage brush and 
the cactus flourished and where the cowboy and 
the bandit were at home. Now the lake region 
and the New England states afflict their people 
winter and summer with variations in tempera- 
ture which are not infrequently fatal, while oo- 
casionally something very like a Kansas tornsiio 
scatters death and ruin in those parts. Albertans 
may be pardoned for revising their memories of 
the eastern summer, and deciding to ad their 
holidays where they do not have to sleep in the 
parks or dive into cyclone cellars when a cloud 
comes up. 


THE GYRO DRIVE. 


The Gyro drive for a playground fund is on, 
and is going strong, with 1,100 canvassers at work 
for the week. The Gyro has undertaken to an- 
ordinate the playground work of the eighteen 
organized community leagues of the city and the 
South Side Business Men’s Association, besides 
acting directly as a club for the centra) part of 
the city, north side, between Syndicate and Ninth 
streets from the river to the railway tracks, ex- 
clusive of the Ross flats. The drive is under the 
direction of an executive committee of six, three 
appointed by the Gyro club and three by the 
Federation of Community Leagues. The following 
leagues are included in the federation: North Side 
—Calder, Westmount, 142nd Street, West End, 
Central, Norwood and Patricia, Alberta avenue, 
Parkdale, Highlands, Riverside, Ross Flats. 
South Side—Forest Heights, Bonnie Doon, Bennet 
School, King Edward Park, Ritchie School, Cal- 
gary Trail, Garneau, South Side Business Men's 
Association. The endeavor of each league is, 
first to secure suitable public playground accom- 
modation within the area for which it assumes to 
act, either in connection with a public school or 
on land owned by the city and set apart by the 
city for the purpose; and, second, to secure suit- 
able equipment for the playground, on the prin- 
ciple that was followed last year in regard to the 
Patricia Square. It is to secure funds for equip- 
ment that the present drive is in progress. 

It is not possible to suitably equip all the play- 
grounds of all the community leagues from the 
collections of one year’s drive, The intention to 
equip as many playgrounds each successive year 
as funds can be provided for; so that all will he 


4 equipped as soon as possible. 


The advantage to the city of having suitable 
and convenient playgrounds for children is obvi- 
ous. The city covers such a wide area that there 
must be a considerable number in order to pro- 
vide for all sections. With so many unoccupied 
spaces the time is opportune to secure the grounds, 
A visit to Patricia Square, after school hours, 
during fine weather will amply demonstrate the 
advantage of having a playground suitably equip- 
ped for the enjoyment of the children. To have 
such ground and equipment in each community 
centre throughout the city is the objective of the 
Gyro Club and of the present drive.
